should take over the work of the

group which was under 


President Truman's chairmanship 
when he was in the senate. 


GOP Leaders Confer 


Brewster already has conferred 


with other Republican members of 
the special committee so that, as 
he put it, "we can present a unit- 
ed front on policy" when the mat- 
ter comes up for a vote i» the 
senate, probably. Monday. 


These GOP senators expect that 


Gurney will fall in line with party 
plans and yield any claim the 
armed services committee might 
have to conduct war 
investiga- 


tions. 


The issue came up in the senate 


yesterday when Democratic Sena- 
tors Tydings of Maryland 
and 


Hayden 
of 
Arizona 
protested 


against Republican efforts to con- 
tinue the life of the war inquiry 
unit and the small business com- 
mittee. 


Kot Banned by Act, 


They argued that the Congres- 


sional Reoraginzation act is de- 
signed to eliminate special com- 
mittees. It does not ban them, 
however. 


Brexvster replied he was "loathe 


to believe" that the Democrats op- 
posed continuance of the war in- 
x'estigating 
committee because 


they feared disclosures it may 
make would embarras the admin- 
istration. 


Republicans want the committee 


continued, Brewster told a report- 
er, "because it has an experienced 
and adequate staff and the work 
still-to be-done fits in with that 
already undertaken." 


"The armed services committee 


will take over the job in time per- 
haps in six months to a year, but 
it is not ready now," 
Brewster 


said. 


He reiterated that one of the 


first things the committee will 
tackle is a broad investigation "of 
v.'ar profits and profiteers."

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Live Polio Virus 


Has Been Isolated 


Palo Alto. Calif.. Jan. 11—(AP) 


—Research by two Stanford uni- 
versity chemists today boosted the 
hopes of scientists seeking an ef- 
fective vaccine against infantile 
paralysis. 


Dr. Hubert S. Loring and Dr. 


C.' C- Schwcrdt reported they had 
succeeded in isolating a substance 
with z. polio virus purity of SO per 
cent or higher. The success was 
described as facilitating- research 
toward producing a \-accine that 
will be (1) safe for numans: (2) 
effective against the crippling ill- 
ness. 


The Stanford research has been 


under way since 1P40. financed by 
the National Foundatioji for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


Scientists already have made 


polio vaccines, but one defect has 
been the problem or isolating the 
vims in pure or nearly pure form 
—a? Drs. Lorang and Schwerdt 
succeeded in doine—so that what- 
ever vaccine is produced will not 
be toxic and will be effective. 


Some of Ihe vaccine? already 


prodiaced have been used satisfac- 
torily on laboratory animal*-, but 
none was considered entirely re- 
liable. 


One of the best was made from 


a mixture containing live polio 
virus. White efficient, experiment- 
ers were not sure it could be used 
on hunwns without smnj: tnem 
the real disease anstcad of the pro- 
tection. 


31 w^s cautioned that obtaining 


a puraiy of S^ per cent or more 
for the Stanford virus -was not a 
positive indication a. satisfactory 
vaccine would result. 


Three-Year Survey 
of Airports Nears 
Completion Today 


Washington, Jan. 
11—(AP)— 


Civil Aeronautics Administration 
officials said today they hope to 
lay down within- a. few weeks a 
pattern for airport development 
for the next three years. 


For the fiscal year ending June 


30, 1948, at least, the program will 
stress construction or improve- 
ment of airfields for the larger 
cities—projects capable of hand- 
ling the largest commercial trans- 
ports. 


An administration spokesman 


said the three-year survey will be 
completed within two weeks. 


When congres-5 passed the. na- 


tional airport act last year, it 
called on the agency to outline 
first the entire program, covering 
seven years and calling for a fed- 
eral outlay of S500.000.000. 


The program for the first year 


was announced yesterday, it calis 
for construction or improvement 
of SOO smaller airports at a cost 
to the federal government of 533,- 
899,265 and to sponsors of S37,- 
692,600. a total estimated expendi- 
ture of S71.591.S65- 


No provision was made for large 


airports,

OPA today warned builders and 
purchasers of some 700,000 homes 
started under the veterans emerg- 
ency housing program that they 
must adhere to previous price 
ceilings despite recent relaxation 
of home building controls. 


While theie are no price ceil- 


ings on construction started since 
the housing- program was revised 
on Dec. 24, OPA said in a state- 
ment it will continue to enforce 
ceiimgs applicable before that date 
on saies prices and rents. 


Not only will builders be re- 


quired to observe the regulation 
under which they obtained priori- 
ties last vear, "out veterans who 
purchase such homes must adhere 
to the same ceilings if they rent 
them or resell them, OPA said 
In the case of a sale a broker's fee 
may be added to the sale-, price. 


Builders who obtained priorities 


prior to Dec. 24 will be reqimed 
to post notices of ceiling prices 
and give first preference to veter- 
ans on sale or lease-

Starr, national commander of Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, today out- 
ined policies which the VFW is 
jrornoting- in congress. 


In an interview while attending

:ommander said that of 5946.000,- 
000 spent by V. A. for veterans' 
education. 550,000.000 was used 
for administrative purposes. 


He said 538,000.000 was snent 


jy V. A. in loan guarantees, but 
;hat administration of it 
cost 


57.500,000 and that of the 51,679.- 
000.000 spent for readjustment al- 
lowances, 535.500,000 went for ad- 
ministration. 


Starr said President Truman in- 


formed him last December that 
veterans still held priority in pur- 
chasing- building material despite 
the lifting- of controls, but that 
the cost nf new private construc- 
tion was prohibitive to veterans 
who had not had the opportunity 
during the war to accumulate 
wealth. 


Domestic Building T^ags 


Starr said channeling of con- 


struction materials for commer- 
cial interests had increased 30 
per cent in some cities while do- 
mestic construction was lagging; 
that V. F. W. headquarters is 
advocating that veterans abstain 
from building during the current 
"inflationary period" to seek rent- 
als and that multiple housing units 
were more practical for use until 
"reasonable costs" allowed the 
construction- of suitable homes. 


He said the National Economic 


Development 
Corporation 
act, 


which V. F. W. is sponsoring in 
congress, would replace in part 
functions of the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation and tha*t it 
(11. would permit loans to anyone 
starting a new industry, whether 
a veteran or not, provided veter- 
ans were employed in it; (2) would 
promote 
American 
industries 


abroad to stimulate world trade; 
and (3) would not be a burden on 
tax payers, since it would be. self- 
liquidating.

Italian Civil War 
Feared by Some as 


Socialist Quarrel 


Rome, Jan. 11—(AP)—A large 


faction 
of the Italian Socialist 


party deserted it today over the 
issue of collaboration with the 
Communists. The leader of the 
anti-Communist faction, charging 
Italian Socialism had been sub- 
jugated to "foreign forces," said 
the split raised "the specter of 
civil war." 


The anti-Communist leader, Giu- 


seppe Saragat, said the pio-Com- 
munist leadership of the party in- 
volved "a cold and methodic sub- 
jugation of the principles of for- 
eign forces" and held the danger 
of "international war" also. 


Saragat, constituent assembly 


president and former diplomat, 
though usually suave and prac- 
ticed on the rostrum, seemed ner- 
vous and unhappy as he appeared 
before the party's 25th national 
congress. 


His 
opponent, 
and dominant 


force at the congress, was pro- 
Communist Party Chairman Pie- 
tro jSTenni, Italy's foreign minis- 
ter, who also is acting prime min- 
ister during Premier Alcide Ge 
Ga.speri's current visit 
to the 


United States. 


"If we thought our presence in 


the party were useful, we would 
remain," Saragat said at one point. 
"But we have lost hope that this 
is possible." 


Takes Another Koad 


Saragat, finishing his speech 


with the statement, "We take an- 
other road ... in method." shout- 
ed, "Long live Socialism," and 
left the building while delegates 
sang the "Internationale" and the 
"Red Flag." 


His speech came two days after 


another faction of about equal 
strength—Matteo Matteotti's "So- 
cialist Initiative" group—had left 
the party on the same issue of 
Communist collaboration. 


A third dissident group, the 


party "Centrists," threatened in 
an announcement last night also 
to leave the party m "tatalitarian 
methods" and heavy emphasis on 
Marxism were not corrected. They 
claimed 20 per cent of the con- 
gress. 


Saragat also denounced the "to- 


talitarian methods" 
of rTsenn 


administration, which he claimed 
accounted for the Kenm majority 
in the congress. 


After the meeting, Saragat told 


a reporter his faction was "broken 
completely" \vith the pro-Commu- 
nist group led by Nenni.

number of labor law changes into 
one bill has been favored all along 
by house Republican leaders.

Senators' Strategic

meeting a week ago, decided on 
the general strategy of proceed- 
ng first with the Ball-Taft-Smith 
bill and then holding a longer 
rearing on other proposals.

11—(AP)—Mighty Mayon volcano 
looks ominous. A haze of pink 
smoke streams out of her cone to 
cover a 100 rnile section of south- 
eastern Luzon. 


Mayon, a volcano that has 


erupted frequently in the past 100 
years, boils with smoke and lava. 


Only a trained 
volcanologist 


could predict whether Mayon is 
ready to blow her top this time, 
but the fact that her cone of boil- 
ing rock is still intact seems om- 
inous to weather observers aboard 
this plane. It might go at any 
time. 


Mayon 
burst 
into 
activity 


Wednesday night, sending- a ball of 
fire hurtling- skyward. Two Navy 
fliers who preceded this 
flight 


said a small stream of lava is 
coursing- down toward Pipog. a 
fishing village of 5.000. and might 
carry to the vicinity of the town. 


The pilot of this C-47 transport, 


Capt. Robert A, Harris. Dayton, 
Ohio, banks within 200 yards of 
the sharp-pointed, red hot. mile 
and a half peak of this mighty 
mountain which dominates Bicol 
peninsula.

Washington, Jan. 
11—(AP) — 


Here's an explanation of the closed 
shop, how it got that way, and 
where it stands now. 


Senator Ball, Minnesota Repub- 


lican, has just offered a bill in 
congress to ban it. Will congress 
do it? It's too soon to say. 


A closed shop is a place where 


no one but a union man can work 
or be hired. Unions argue'for it 
this way: 


1. It's unfair for a worker not 


to join a. union if he receives -the 
benefits won by a union. 


2. A closed shop gives a union 


greater security against any at- 
tempt by the' boss to wreck the 
union. 


Less Trouble in Closed Shop 
4.. A closed shop prevents dis- 


crimination—that is. 
the 
boss 


can't favor a non-union man over 
a union man. 


Enemies of the closed shop say 


this: 


1. It deprives a, man of his free- 


dom—to join or not join a union. 


2. It forces a boss to fire good 


men just because they won't join 
a union or to refuse, to hire them 
unless they are union members. 


3. Closed shops are monopolies 


but, under the law, companies 
can't form monopolies. 
So why 


should unions have them ? 


4. In a closed shop a worker has 


no protection against some unfair 
action against him by his 'enemies 
within the union. 


Idea is Old One 


(On the other hand: A worker 


who is not a union member has 
no protection against 'unfairness 
by his boss.) 


The idea of a closed shop is old. 


There were closed shops in this 
country in the early 1800's. They 
were widespread 
by Civil war

Now 
scientists have a direct hand in 
directing the energy of this holo- 
caust into other channels. . With 
them are men whose previous lack 
of national fame and political con- 
nection is in itself an encourage- 
ment. 


Most of all, perhaps, civilian 


control has public approval be- 
cause the public has reason to be- 
lieve that a man in a t^reed coat 
is inclined to think differently 
than a man in an Army jacket. 


There are already certain facts 


about nuclear fission, discovered 
by the Manhattan 
Engineering 


District, that can be released safe- 
ly to the world's scientists. Tech- 
nically, some of these facts already 
have been released. 
But com- 


plaints have been heard that even 
this information has not been ex- 
tricated trom military red tape 
and military bottlenecks. 


All this tends to arouse public 


impatience and apprehension. For. 
in spite of the grateful pride that 
the country feels for its Army 
and those who lead it, it must be 
admitted that there are within 
that Army some officers of a 
public-be-damned turn of mind.

How Latin America regards the

velt, in 1933. coined the phrase 
"Good Neighbor Policy" in re-

of Estimated Tax for 


Past Year 


Washington, Jan. 11—(AP)— 


Next Wednesday—Jan. 15—is a 
deadline on 1946 income taxes for 
one out of every five taxpayers. 


It is a deadline for those who 


haven't had the full tax, or any 
tax, 
withheld from their 1946 


wages or income. • 


It is the deadline—if it affects 


yOU_for filing, changing and pay- 
ing your declaration of estimated 
tax for 1946. 


-In 1946 most people's income 


was from wages. And most of 
them had the full 1946 tax with- 
held from that income. 


If you had full tax withheld, 


don't worry about Jan. 15. Tou'll 
have to make your final return by 
March 15. 


Those Who Must Tile 


Here are the people who must 


do something about Jan. 15: 


1. Farmers. In 1946 they did 


not have to do anything about the 
tax on their 1946 income. They 
must do it now. 


Now they must figure their 1946 


income—and what the tax on it 
was—and pay that tax by Jan. 15. 


2. Those from whose 1946 in- 


come no tax was withheld, such 
as professional men like doctors, 
or landlords, and so on. 


Last March 15—knowing no tax 


was to be withheld from their 
1946 income—they estimated what 
that income and the tax on it 
would be. 


And, beginning last March 15, 


they started paying that tax in 
quarterly installments. The last 
quarterly payment is due Jan. 15. 


3. Those who had wages—like 


servants or farm workers—from 
which no tax was withheld. 


Include Outside Incomes 


4. This big group: 
A. Those who had full 
tax 


withheld from their wages in 1946 
but received more than 5100 in 
outside income from which no tax 
\vas withheld. 


An example of such outside in- 


come for a wage earner would be 
rents, sales, dividends. 
: 


B. Those who had some tax— 


"but not all the tax due—withheld 
from their 1946 wages. 


These people should have been 


paying in quarterly installments 
the difference between the tax 
withheld and the total tax due. 


(Full tax is withheld on wages 


up to 55,000, plus $500- for each 
exemption except yourself- Your 
wife and child, for example, are 
exemptions.) 


Two Forms Available 


5. Those who have been mak- 


ing quarterly payments for the 
past year but under-estimated 
their tax by more than 20 per 
cent. 


If you're one of those, you must 


make the correction and pay off 
by Jan. 15. There's a penalty, if 
you don't. 


All people mentioned in the five 


groups above are supposed to pay 
off by Jan. 15 whatever tax they 
owe on 1946 income. 


You can do it on form 1040-ES 


or form 1040. 


If" you use form 1040 it can 


stand as your final return on 1946 
income. 


Thus you won't have to file the 


usual final return which others 
not in the five groups must file 
March 15. 


If you use form 1040-SS. you 


•will have extra paper vork ahead 
and for this reason: 


On March 15. you have to. file 


your final return on form 1040 
anyway. So using form 1040 on 
Jan. 15 will make it easier on you

More than twice as many 
Americans died of bums and suf- 
focation than were killed in the 
bloody battle of Okinawa. There 
was a fire in the United States 
every forty seconds day and night. 
and every fifty 
minutes some 


man. woman or child died as the 
result of fire. 


Must Dixon go under a disaster 


before it takes steps to provide 
adequate fire protection for its cit- 
izens? 
Must it suffer the pain, 


privation and grief that follow a 
conflagration before it compels the 
admmistiation to act? 


Remember—that immediate ac- 


tion when a fire starts is needed 
to prevent that fire from getting 
beyond control. This action can- 
not be taken without the men and 
apparatus on the ground to do the 
necessary thing AT OXCE. There 
is no time to wait for additional 
help to come Fire spreads to fifty 
times its original area in the first 
eight minutes. One or two extra 
hose lines when the fire is first en- 
counteied may mean the 
differ- 


ence between extinquishmg it and 
a conflagration. A ladder truck 
and trained men means the differ- 
ence between 
life and 
death to 


some one trapped in upper floors. 
A ladder truck and its crew means 
the ability to get water on the fire 
in the basement, behind a parti- 
tion or in a ceiling and stopping ita 
spread. 


One city lost fourteen buildings 


in the heart of its business district 
because, according to the report, 
"An unmanned fire department 
fought "with all the equipment 
available" and could not check the 
flames 


The Telegraph has printed recom- 
mendations for reasonably 
good 


fire protection for the city of Dix- 
on. The Illinois Inspection Bureau 
made a report of what must be 
done to give our city the minimum 
required protection to bring lower- 
ed insurance rates. 


The city has not complied with 


these recommendations that would 
give us. not complete and ideal fire 
protection, 
just reasonably good 


protection. Citizens have for years 
been paying the highest insurance 
rates of any city in the state be- 
cause they did not have proper fire 
protection when the saving is low- 
ered, premiums would have gone 
far to pay for such protection. 
They paid for lack of protection 
instead of protection.

Regardless of what the rules 


and regulations for voting might 
be. the Poles have been given 
some very concrete lessons in how 
to vote. 
Thousands have been 


jailed on various excuses stem- 
ming from the fact they have been 
too overt in support of Vice Pre- 
mier Mikoiajczyk's Polish Peas- 
ant party. Others have been" "de- 
tamed" by authorities who sought 
to convince them they were "mis- 
taken" in signing nominating pe- 
tions. 


Opposition Ticket 
Voided 


We can only surmise what "per- 


suasive" methods have been u&ed. 
over and above the normal threats 
of loss of jobs. etc. It apparently 


i worked well enough, however, to 
give the government an excuse 
for voiding opposition ticKets in 
10 of the country's 52 districts 
after 
a 
sufficient 
number had 


recognized their "mistake" and 
withdrawn their signatures. 


The government also has organ- 


ized a militia whose duty at the 
polls will be similar to those of 
the poll-watchers put out by some 
political machines in the United 
States. The Polish watchers, how- 
ever, have some considerable ad- 
vantages. 
They are all 
armed, 


militarily trained, and openly rep- 
resent the government. 


Won't Boycott Election 


In the face of all this with 


which we have become familiar 
through watching- eastern Euro- 
pean elections since the war, the 
Polish Peasant party has decided 
not to boycott the election, pre- 
ferring to make the best showing 
possible. 


Whether a boycott, as some 


feared, would have hastened the 
trend toward civil war in Poland 
is a question. But the atmosphere 
among the 2.500,000 voters in the 
10 districts left without a. choice 
of tickets will be watched closely. 
So will the reaction among other 
millions who will be frustrated at 
the polls Jan. 19 by fear, techni- 
calities and actual overt acts. 


What might happen if several 


million peasants and the armed 
underground 
decided 
to 
take 


things into their own hands is 
hard to contemplate, especially if 
it resulted in Russian military aid 
for the Warsaw satellites. 


Little Choice for l'oU«» 


When the U. S. and Britain 


protested a similar election situa- 
tion in Hungary some months ago. 
Russia replied that we were seek- 
ing to interfere in Hungarian in- 
ternal ai'fairs. Now the Russians 
say the only irregularities in Po- 
land are committed by "ri,t;ht- 
wing terrorists," call the election 
set-up "perfectly democratic," and 
so kiss off the suggestion that the 
big three keep their agreement 
that Europe's people shall live 
under governments of their o\vn 
Iree choice. 


To many Poles this choice must 


seem restricted to: 


A vote for a toreign-sponsoied 


government 
whose continuation 


could bring economic sanctions by 
the western powers and a result- 
ant shortening of rations. 


A vote for the Polish Peasant 


party, almost certainly to be tol- 
lowed by penalties from Warsaw. 
and quite possibly by a crack over 
the head.
